Williams Bay Observers Are Again 


Disappointed In Their Watch 


Last Night. • 


One faint meteor was Been through 


the big telescope at the Yerkes Observa- 
tory, Williams Bay, Wisconsin, at 10 
o'clock last night. It was too faint to 
oe photographed, but the astronomers 
took hew hope from the sight of even 
one meteor.

meteors were seen up to midnight be- 
cause of clouds of mists, 


All conditions were most favorable at 


Williams Bay at 9 o'clock for observing 
•he predicted showers of meteors. 
The 


sky was cloudless and the .atmosphere 
was clear, but at 9 o'clock the astronomi- 
cal staff of the Yerkes observatory had 
ailed to note the appearance of a sin- 
gle meteor. Professor E. E. Barnard 
rained the biggest telescope in the world 
)n the northeastern portion 
of the 


leavens as-soon as .darkness set in. and 
ooked in vain for the flash of Leonid 
across the field. Professor Frost and 
?rofessor Ellerman were on the roof of 
;he main building at the same time, 
eady to uncover the lenses of the six- 
een cameras and photograph the flying 
rowd of meteors, and they, too, waited 
n vain.

Hie action in offering to pur- 
chase bonds now is taken to mean that 
the conditions in New York may be 
somewhat worse than is generally under- 
stood, and that the treasury department 
is in possession of confidential informa- 
tion showing the necessity of some re- 
lief.

If the holders of $25,000,000 in gov- 


ernment bonds wish to take up the sec- 
retary's offer,'it will o£ course result in 
adding 825,000,000 to the currency in 
circulation, as that amount is now lying 
idle in the treasury.

ANTHRAX BREAKS OUT 


Deadly Contagous Disease is Raging 


Among the Cattle at Med- 


.:• 
ford, Wis. 


Madison, Wis., Nov. 16—Anthrax, a 


deadly contagcus- disease, has broken 
put among the cattle near Medford, and 
is causing considerable anxiety. Dr. 
Eugene LeSage, the local health officer, 
recently sent some flesh from a horse 
which had died from the disease lo Prof. 
H. L. Eussell of the chair of bacteriology 
of the university, and Prof. Russell pro'- 
nounces the germs found in the flesh 
undoubtedly tbose of anthrax. 


This disease, which is a serious menace 


to cattle, sheep, and to a less extent to 
horses; is rarely found in northern 
states, though it is common in the 
southern portion of the Mississippi val- 
ley and is always pr.esent in tropical 
countries. It resembles in some par- 
ticulars "black leg," and.is- often • con- 
fused with that, Dr. Eussell saya.' It is 
sometimes called splenic fever from the 
enlarged condition of the spleen, which 
is one of the symptoms. 


The disease not only affects' animals, 


but attacks human beings, and in the 
human is called malignant carbuncle, 
breaking out on the surface of the body 
in 
. great - carbuncles.: . -The 
disease 


among human beings is 
sometimes 


called wool sorter's disease. Prof. Eus- 
sell thinks .the germt of .the disease 
came into Medford in hides shipped into 
the tannery there from some .country 
where the disease is'prevalent.

to stay another year. If such is the 
rcase the Wisconsin men will soon be 
casting about fora ne\y coach, and O'Dea 
seems to be favorably thought of'in that 
connection. Pat is such a popular man 
here that it is generally admitted that 
he can have almost anything he asks for. 
He has held the position of captain with 
•such successful results that it would be 
almost a pity if his veteran services were 
not rewarded by ''at least the proffer of 
the position. 


In all these years he has not drawn 


any pecuniary benefit from his labors in 
helping to bring Wisconsin into the 
foreground of westein football history, 
and now that there is an opportunity 
to in a measure, recognize his services 
in giving him 
a 
remunerative ,po-
